NOTE:  The  specifications  for  the  engraving  of  this  unique  seal 
were  drawn  up  by  Congress  as  follows:  Thirteen  vertical  stripes, 
white  and  red.  A blue  field.  The  escutcheon  on  the  breast  of  the 
American  eagle  displayed,  holding  in  his  right  talon  an  olive  branch, 
in  his  left  a bundle  of  thirteen  arrows,  and  in  his  beak  a scroll,  in- 
scribed with  the  motto  “E  PLURIBUS  UNUM.”  For  the  crest,  over 
the  head  of  the  eagle,  which  appears  above  the  escutcheon,  a golden 
glory  breaking  through  a cloud,  and  surrounding  thirteen  white  stars, 
forming  a constellation  on  a blue  field.
